As many of you will know the British People’s Party recently contested the Todmorden Ward on Calderdale Council, and that we and the 


National Front jointly fought the Stansfield Ward of the Town Council. Not winning either seat was no 
surprise to us, but the outcome of the election overall was. A collection of eight freaks, oddballs, mili- 
tant homosexuals and degenerates were elected, almost taking overall control of Town Council on be- 
half of the corrupt Labour Party.

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The BPP’s Dave Jones (above) in- 
creased his vote share from 4.9% to 
5.5% even though all candidates’ 
votes dropped due to a lower turn- 
out in the Calderdale Council elec- 
tions. The BPP effectively held its 
own in difficult circumstances. 
Such a vote is still disappointing 
considering the BPP worked harder 
than any other party in the Todmor- 
den and the ward of Stansfield in 
particular. 


In the Town Council elections Nei- 
ther the BPP or the ex-BNP, now 
National Front, candidate, Chris 
Jackson (Below) succeeded in get- 
ting elected in Stansfield, though 
both parties polled fairly well with 
the BPP getting 152 and the NF get- 
ting 109 votes. This was a multi 
(three seat) ward with two National- 
ists working together, and in future 
these two patriots will be setting 
their differences aside and working 
together for the common cause of 
Todmorden for the Todmordians 
and Britain for the British.

Labour was not the only party to benefit from the Liberal Democrat's nationwide hammering. Of the five 
Conservative candidates, two were elected. The ultra-liberal lan Cooper for Stoodley and the less- 
political Andrew Hartley for Walsden. We know not to expect good things from lan Cooper who prefers 
buy off liberal ‘community groups’ with grants in return for their collaboration on development issues 
but Hartley could do slightly better. The ‘Independent’ ex-Liberal Democrat David O’Neill was elected 
to the Town Council for the tiny Langfield Ward, though he too failed to win a major vote in the Todmor- 
den Ward ballot. This is due to his complete absence of a strong campaign message and his sole reli- 
ance on his good record as a Councillor. 


The overall turnout in the Calderdale Council election was lower for all parties given the high-profile 
and despite the BPP vote dropping from 283 to 203 (from last year) our percentage rose from 4.95% to 
5.5%. However, we had hoped to do better and there is no way to gloss that over. In the end Labour’s 
Jayne Booth took the Calderdale’s ‘Todmorden’ seat and one of the Stansfield Seats in the ward we 
were contesting. The other two seats were taken by Liberal Democrats who were knocked into third 
place... 


We wait with baited breath to see what kind of nonsense our new Town Council comes up with, 
but be sure that the BPP has not gone away, we shall fight any attempt by organized outsiders 
to take any more of this town. Todmorden, whatever the outcome of that election, will remain 
our town and these yuppies and elitists are living on borrowed time. 


Slightly more encouraging was the election of Wal- 
den’s Andrew Hartley (Conservative, Below Left). 


Despite his party running the SORT-IT campaign, 
and lobbying for a run-down building to be turned 
into a downright eyesore (Rose Street), we welcome 
his election as he is the sole councillor in Walsden 
likely to defend the Red Poppy against the Liberal 
Democrat Mayor White, and the Labour creeps likely 
to undermine it.
